BYU  denies  grading  quotas

Students  complain  about  it  bitterly.  “It’s,  not 
fair,”  they  say.  Professors  talk  about  it  sometimes 
with  an  air  of  grudging  acceptance.  “It’s  not  my 
idea,”  they  say  with  a  shrug.  The  administration 
has  only  one  thing  to  say  about  it:  “It  is  not  true.” 

“It”  is  the  grading  curve  rumor.  Somehow  the 
the  idea  exists  that  there  is  some  university-wide 
policy  aimed  at  locking  students  into  pre-deter- 
mined  grade  slots. 

But  there  is  not  such  policy. 

“There  is  no,  no,  no  University  restriction  on 
distribution  of  grades  in  a  class,”  said  Eliot  A. 
Butler,  associate  academic  vice-president. 

Butler  said  the  administration’s  instructions  on 
grading  are  that  teachers  should  grade  accurately 
and  honorably,  and  give  each  student  the  grade 
that  best  reflects  his  work. 

Are  there  college  or  departmental  curves? 

The  Daily  Universe  talked  with  the  deans  and 
leaders  of  eleven  colleges  and  departments.  They 


all  said  the  same  thing  about  grades.  None  of  them 
said  they  use  (and  most  said  they  would  not  sup¬ 
port)  grade  quotas  or  college-wide  curves.  They 
have  grading  guidelines,  but  no  quotas. 

Most  of  the  deans  spoke  of  concern  about  grade 
inflation.  “We  don’t  want  sweeping  grade  inflation, 
nor  do  we  want  overly  difficult  grading,”  said  Bruce 
N.  Smith,  dean  of  the  college  of  biology. 

Several  deans  said  that  when  the  grades  in  one 
section  are  unusually  high  or  low,  teachers  are 
sometimes  asked  to  justify  the  grades. 

Otherwise,  grading  is  left  up  to  the  professors. 

Grade  inflation  has  become  a  national  concern 
from  time  to  time.  Several  years  ago,  when  the 
problem  of  grade  inflation  surfaced  nationwide  and 
at  BYU,  a  committee  of  the  Faculty  Advisory 
Council  made  some  recommendation  aimed  at  alle¬ 
viating  the  problem. 

Donald  K.  Jarvis,  professor  of  Russian  and  for¬ 
mer  dean  of  General  Education,  headed  that  com¬ 
mittee.  He  said  the  committee  recommended  “that 
in  the  lower  division  courses  a  grade  point  average 
of  2.5  might  be  desirable,  with  the  understanding 


that  there  would  be  some  exceptions  and  that  the 
policy  should  not  be  interpreted  rigidly.” 

The  administartion  did  not  adopt  the  policy,  but 
there  was  a  great  deal  of  dialogue  concerning  grade 
inflation,  and  the  practice  decreased. 

There  have  been  some  GE  professors  who  claim 
that  the  GE  department  forces  them  to  give  only 
certain  percentages  of  “A’s”,  “B’s”,  “C’s”  etc.  But, 
said  Jarvis,  “That  is  absolutely  false.” 

“Students  are  very  grade  conscious,”  said  Erlend 
DiPeterson,  BYU’s  registrar.  “Some  students  will 
register  for  a  heavy  course  load  with  the  intent  of 
dropping  one  class  after  they  have  had  three  or  four 
weeks  to  assess  the  work  load  and  grading  proce¬ 
dures.” 

Peterson,  Butler  and  Jarvis  all  said  the  meaning 
of  grades  should  be  discussed.  Many  students  now 
seem  to  regard  a  “B”  as  an  average  grade  although 
the  BYU  catalog  states  that  a  “C”  should  designate 
average  course  work.  Although  a  “C”  is  not  excel¬ 
lent  work,  it  is  good,  said  Butler.  “It  is  a  good 
strong  acceptable  grade  that  allows  one  to  continue 
study  in  that  subject.”

“The  rear  stabilizing  bars  are  what  holds  the  rig’s 
rear  end  together,”  said  a  mechanic  from  Schmidt 
Diesel  Power  in  Provo.  “There  are  a  lot  of  things  that 
can  go  wrong  with  rigs’  rear  ends.” 

Complicating  the  situation  more  was  the  congestion 
of  eastbound  traffic  on  Interstate  80  through  Parley’s 
Canyon. 

Traffic  there  was  re-routed  Wednesday  after  heavy 
rainfall  triggered  the  collapse  of  a  large  section  of  as¬ 
phalt. 

The  Provo  route  was  one  of  the  major  detours  speci¬ 
fied  to  alleviate  traffic  problems  resulting  from  the 
Parley’s  incident,  according  to  UDOT  spokesman  Kim

The  Associated  Press  reported  the  section  of  road 
taken  out  in  Parley’s  Canyon  was  about  20  feet  wide 
and  70  feet  long.

UDOT  awards  bid; 
lane  construction 
could  begin  soon

The  Utah  Department  of  Trans¬ 
portation  awarded  W.W.  Clyde 
and  Company  a  contract  to  widen 
U.S.  189  in  Provo  Canyon,  but  Citi¬ 
zens  for  a  Safe  Community  believes 
UDOT  is  in  violation  of  federal  law 
and  plan  to  file  suit  for  an  injunc¬ 
tion. 

Clyde  and  Co.  won  the  contract 
when  Ames  Construction  of  Minne¬ 
sota  was  declared  “non-respon- 
sive”  on  its  bid. 

The  winning  bid  was  $17.8  mil¬ 
lion  and  construction  on  the  high¬ 
way  could  begin  “within  a  month,” 
said  UDOT  spokesman  Kim  Mor¬ 
ris. 

However,  UDOT  is  in  violation 
of  three  specific  environmental 
acts,  according  to  Citizens  for  a 
Safe  Community  lawyer  Constance 
Lundberg,  and  they  will  file  the 
suit  “within  a  week.” 

“That  won’t  change  our  plans,” 
Morris  said,  “We  are  assuming  that 
we  will  be  able  to  go  to  work.”  He 
said  UDOT  feels  its  Environmental 
Impact  Statement  is  a  good  one. 
“We  are  going  to  stand  by  it.” 

Citizens  for  a  Safe  Community 
Chairman  David  Magleby  said,  “It 
was  never  our  intention  to  go  to 
court.  It  will  delay  construction.” 

Magleby  said  he  favors  only  oc¬ 
casional  passing  lanes  on  the  road 
instead  of  the  continuous  passing 
lane  as  proposed  by  UDOT. 

“We  are  not  in  favor  of  the  status 
quo.” 

Heavy .  construction,  to  begin 
next  spring,  will  take  about  two 
years.  If  an  injunction  is  granted,  a 
hearing  will  determine  if  a  trial 
should  be  held,  which  could  delay 
construction  for  a  year. 

Utah  law  required  voiding  Ames 
Construction’s  bid  of  $16.8  million 
'  because  they  had  hired  insufficient 
women,  minorities  and  handi¬ 
capped  workers. 

“Citizen’s  for  a  Safe  Community 
protested  the  proposal,”  Morris

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Circuit  Court  rules  against 
Utah's  cable  TV  regulation;

Utah’s  law  that  regulates  the  show¬ 
ing  of  “nude  gymnastics”  or“indecent 
material”  on  pay  cable  televison  was 
ruled  unconstitutional  Monday  by  the 
U.S.  10th  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals. 

Monday’s  ruling  reflects  District 
Judge  Aldon  Anderson’s  decision  last 
year  that  a  federal  policy  has  power 
over  state  regulation  on  the  content  of 
cable  television  programming.  The 
case  is  expected  to  go  before  the 
Supreme  Court. 

In  1983  a  public  committee  drafted 
an  initiative  that  spelled  out  a  cable 
television  decency  bill  and  submitted 
a  petition  to  the  state  legislature  with 
signatures  from  over  10  percent  of  the 
voters  from  the  last  election. 

The  petitioners  initiative  abso¬ 
lutely  banned  the  showing  of  any 
movie  that  was  indecent,  not  just 
pornographic. 

More  specifically,  it  banned  the  dis¬ 
play  of  “human  sexual  or  excretory 
organs  or  functions,  male  or  female 
genitals,  buttocks,  the  act  of  master- 
bation  or  the  ultimate  sex  act,”  said 
Lynn  Wardle,  BYU  professor  of  law 
at  the  J.  Reuben  Clark  School  of  Law. 

Because  the  percentage  of  signa¬ 
tures  on  the  petition  was  greater  than 
10  percent,  Utah  Code  says  the  initia¬ 
tive  either  had  to  be  adopted  by  the 
legislature  or  it  would  appear  on  the 
November  ballot  for  public  vote. 

Utah  Attorney  General  David 
Wilkinson  did  not  believe  the  initia¬ 
tive  would  stand  up  if  challenged  in 
court,  Wardle  said. 

Wilkinson  gathered  opinions  from 
various  law  experts,  one  of  whom  was 
Wardle,  to  draft  a  substitute  bill 
which  was  passed  by  the  legislature 
that  same  year. 

It  is  the  substitute  bill  that  is  in 
question. 

When  the  original  bill  appeared  on 
the  ballot  that  Novemeber  it  was  de¬ 
feated  two-to-one  by  public  vote.  The 
substitute  bill  was  passed  by  the  leg¬ 
islature,  vetoed  by  Governor  Scott 
Matheson,  whose  veto  in  turn  was 
qverruled  by  the  legislature. 

The  bill  does  not  completely  ban  the 
showing  of  indecent  material  on  cable 
television,  rather  it  restricts  the 
time,  manner  and  place  at  which  inde¬ 
cent  material  can  be  shown,  Wardle 
said. 

“If  the  cable  television  law  is 


viewed  as  a  time,  place  and  manner 
restriction,  as  it  is  intended,  and  not  a 
ban  it  can  be  seen  as  merely  a  change 
to  specific  hours  when  you  wouldn’t 
expect  children  to  be  watching,”  he 
said. 

He  added  that  with  a  limitation  on 
programming,  adults  with  children 
watching  during  the  restricted  hours 
can  flip  the  channels  without  seeing 
“nude  gymnastics.” 

Before  the  new  law  could  be  en¬ 
forced,  Home  Box  Office  joined  vari¬ 
ous  Utah  cable  television  companies 
in  filing  suit  against  the  state.  The 
private  companies  won  the  case  based 
on  a  federal  regulation  ruling  in  April 
1985.  The  case  was  then  taken  to  the 
Circuit  Court  of  Appeals. 

A  misunderstanding  is  blamed  by 
Wardle  for  the  ruling  in  favor  of  the 
plaintiff  at  the  district  level. 

“The  District  court  misunderstood 
the  initiative.  They  couldn’t  grasp  the 
idea  that  this  is  not  an  absolute  ban, 
but  a  regulation  of  indecent  material. 
That  mistake  carried  to  the  10th  Cir¬ 
cuit  Court  of  Appeals,”  he  said. 
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Garn  gives  daughter  kidney

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Sen.  Jake 
Garn  donated  his  left  kidney  Wednes¬ 
day  to  daughter  Susan  Garn  Horne  in 
what  doctors  called  “an  extremely 
successful”  operation  that  left  the 
senator  “proud  and  happy.” 

“The  best  of  our  expectations  have 
been  met  and  everyone  is  fine,”  said 
Dr.  Baird  Helfrich,  who  transplanted 
one  of  Garn’s  kidneys  into  the  sena¬ 
tor’s  27-year-old  daughter  in  a  nearly 
six-hour  operation. 

Another  surgeon,  Dr.  Ian  Spence, 
removed  Garn’s  left  kidney  after  a 
time-consuming  incision  which  ex¬ 
tended  from  the  senator’s  back  to  his 
left  rib  in  the  front.  In  an  adjacent 
operating  room,  Helfrich  implanted 
the  kidney  into  Horne,  a  diabetic  who 
suffers  from  kidney  failure. 

“The  senator  is  awake,  has  a  bit  of  a 
grin  on  his  face  .  .  .  He  seems  very 
self-satisfied,  and  happy  and  peace¬ 
ful,”  Helfrich  said. 

“He  was  proud  and  happy,”  Hel¬ 
frich  said  of  Garn,  a  physically  fit  53- 
year-old. 

While  the  senator  awaited  the  start 
of  the  surgery,  Helfrich  said,  Garn 
conversed  with  his  doctors  about  sci¬ 
ence  and  the  senator’s  interest  in  the 


Garn’s  operation,  called  a  nephrec¬ 
tomy,  was  needed  because  his  daugh¬ 
ter,  Susan  Garn  Horne,  has  suffered 
since  childhood  with  diabetes. 


Garn’s  doctors  said  the  senator 
likely  would  be  kept  in  the  hospital  for 
at  least  a  week,  could  drive  a  car  and 

resume  his  campaign  for  re-election  in 
three  to  four  weeks,  and  even  go  jog¬ 
ging  within  a  month.

Computer  programmers  say  it  perfectly  —  garbage  in,  garbage  out. 

In  today’s  information  society  we  are  all  bombarded  with  messages. 
Some  are  informational,  some  are  aimed  at  entertaining,  others  at 
persuading  us  to  vote  for  new  county  government  or  buy  a  car  for 
under  $5,000.  Advertisers  estimate  the  average  American  is  deluged 
with  up  to  20,000  such  messages  each  day.  To  maintain  sanity,  we  have 
to  screen  through  this  daily  avalanche  of  information. 

As  a  university  society  that  is  striving  for  the  very  best,  we  need  to 
be  more  discretionary  in  sifting  through  what  goes  into  our  minds.  We 
may  not  always  get  the  best  information,  but  we  certainly  can  keep  the 
garbage  out. 

President  Holland  spoke  during  Tuesday’s  devotional  assembly  on 
one  form  of  garbage  many  members  of  the  BYU  community  (don’t 
blame  it  all  on  the  students)  let  into  their  lives. 

“There  is  too  much  sexual  trangression  in  the  world,  in  the  Church 
and  at  BYU.  Explicitly  sexual  material  should  not  be  your  entertain¬ 
ment  at  movie  theaters  or  on  TV.  We  cannot  monitor  your  cable 
networks  any  more  than  we  can  monitor  the  videos  you  can  rent  at 
three  dozen  locations  within  a  mile  of  this  building.” 

Several  local  video  stores  have  said  their  businesses  “would  not 
survive  without  the  ‘R’  rated  videos  that  usually  contain  more  violent 
and  sexually  explicit  material  than  movies  rated  ‘PG.”  A  glance  in  the 
local  paper  indicates  theater  operators  feel  the  same. 

Perhaps  seeing  movies  that  contain  sexual  content  may  not  entice  us 
to  commit  immoral  acts,  but  they  may  make  us  calloused  to  permissive 
attitudes  common  in  American  society.  Scores  of  studies  have  linked 
viewing  of  violent  films  or  TV  shows  to  actual  acts  of  violence. 
Garbage  in,  garbage  out. 

Some  argue,  of  course,  that  many  movies  contain  meaningful  mes¬ 
sages  that  go  beyond  the  sex,  profanity  and  violence.  That  is  true,  but 
such  statements  prompt  one  to  ask:  “How  does  this  violent  or  immoral 
act  contribute  to  the  overall  meaning  of  the  film?”  or,  “What  is  this 
saying  about  love,  or  sex  or  the  sanctity  of  life?” 

Maybe  the  violence  in  “The  Killing  Fields”  made  a  lasting  statement 
about  war,  ,  but  how  purposeful  is  the  carnage  in  “Road  Warriors?” 
How  “meaningful”  is  Tom  Cruise’s  relationship  with  Kelly  McGillis  in 
“Top  Gun?”  The  flying  scenes  alone  are  worth  going  to  see,  but  do  most 
solid  relationships,  as  portrayed  in  the  film,  go  so  quickly  from  dislike 
to  like  to  hot  romance?  How  much  love  and  commitment  do  the  two 
characters  show  one  another? 

We  all  wish  we  could  look  like  Cruise  or  McGillis,  but  do  we  want  to 
act  like  the  characters  they  portray?  Eddie  Murphy  makes  us  laugh, 
but  do  we  want  to  talk  like  him? 

One  Education  Week  speaker  said  he  took  a  pad  and  pencil  to  a 
movie  his  sons  had  told  him  had  only  a  few  profane  words  in  it.  The 
speaker  counted  more  than  one  hundred. 

That  illustrates  perhaps  the  greatest  current  danger  from  question¬ 
able  movies.  As  the  saying  goes,  “We  first  endure,  then  accept,  then 
embrace.”

President  Jeffrey  R.  Holland’s  re¬ 
marks  at  the  opening  session  of  the 
annual  University  Conference,  the 
sign  isn’t  as  encouraging  as  it  once 
was. 

At  the  conference  Holland  noted 
the  continued  drop  in  attendance  at 
devotionals  and  assemblies  (latest  fig¬ 
ures  showed  that  less  than  20  percent 
of  faculty  and  students  attended  in 
1985).  He  also  announced  a  way  to 
“encourage”  higher  attendance.  In¬ 
stead  of  the  usual  Tuesday  morning 
devotional  or  assembly  there  will  be 
four  or  five  each  semester.  Holland 
said  he  believes  fewer  assemblies 
should  encourage  higher  attendance. 

However,  apparently  the  adminis¬ 


tration  doubts  that  fewer  devotionals 
and  assemblies  will  attract  a  larger 
audience.  “We  really  intend  that  ev¬ 
eryone  come,”  he  said.  “We  will  be 
closing  down  the  wkole  campus.  The 
library  will  be  locked,  food  services 
will  be  closed  and  classes  before  and 
after  the  assembly  will  be  shortened .  ” . 

That’s  not  much  encouragement  — 
it’s  more  like  forcing  the  students  to 
“seek  learning”  at  devotionals  and  as¬ 
semblies. 

The  gospel  encourages  the  pursuit 
of  truth.

Media  misses  on  S.  Afric 


Bonnie  Barker  is  a  graduate  stu¬ 
dent  in  commmunications  and  re¬ 
cently  returned  from  three  weeks 
in  South  Africa. 

At  the  mention  of  South  Africa, 
visions  of  murderous  riots,  poor 
blacks  in  shanties,  and  a  govern¬ 
ment  reeking  of  rascism  comes  to 
mind.  We  have  these  views  be¬ 
cause  this  is  what  the  media  has 
lead  us  to  believe.  Our  nation’s  atti¬ 
tudes  and  polices  are  controlled  by 
a  few  individuals  who  happen  to 
have  the  assignment  of  covering 
South  Africa. 

The  American  media  not  only 
has  failed  to  give  us  the  complete 
story,  but  they  have  contrived  that 
information  so  we  will  us  see  it  the 
way  they  want  us  to  see  it.  The 
challenges  facing  South  Africa  are 
not  just  black  and  white.  There  are 
many  shades  of  grey  complicating 
the  picture. 

For  example,  the  networks  have 
shown  us  the  tiny  tin  shack  in 
which  some  blacks  live.  But  they 
have  never  pointed  the  camera  to¬ 
wards  the  beautiful  home  being 
built  for  blacks  in  front  of  it.

“By  tracing  words,  we  trace 
ourselves. 

“Part  of  my  job  is  to  be  simply 
aware  of  what’s  floating  around  in  lan¬ 
guage,”  said  Lutz,  who  updated  the 
thesaurus,  in  a  telephone  interview 
Tuesday.  A  thesaurus  is  a  book  of 
synonyms,  common  words  that  have 
the  same  or  similar  meanings. 

Lutz  worked  on  the  last  edition  of 
the  thesaurus  while  he  was  a  gradu¬ 
ate  student  at  the  University  of  Ne¬ 
vada  at  Reno  in  the  1960s.  While  on 
sabbatical  last  year,  he  accepted  an 
offer  from  Simon  and  Schuster  to  up¬ 
date  the  book.  He  prepared  by  read¬ 
ing  the  dictionary,  several  of  them  in 
fact.,  cover  to  cover. 

Nine  months  and  300,000  words 
later,  the  book  hit  the  shelves  in  Janu¬ 
ary. 

Lutz  deleted  words  and  phrases  no 
longer  used  every  day  and  added 
those  that  are.  A  good  deal  of  out¬ 
dated  slang  was  deleted,  especially 
that  stemming  from  drug  and  other 
illegal  activities,  he  said. 

“Slang  comes  and  goes,  especially 
the  slang  in  illegal  subcultures,”  he 
said.  “Slang  is  a  method  of  communi¬ 
cation  for  a  closed  group  of  people.  It 
marks  the  outsider.” 

Teen-age  slang  changes  very 
rapidly,  Lutz  said,  “Which  is  why 
adults  should  never,  never  try  to  use 
slang  to  talk  to  teen-agers.  They’ll 
make  fools  of  themselves.”

There  are  no  restrictions  on  age, 
race  or  marital  status.

Bulimics  usually  exhibit  great  con¬ 
cern  about  their  weight  and  make  re¬ 
peated  attempts  to  control  it  by  diet¬ 
ing,  vomiting  or  the  use  of  cathartics 
or  diuretics. 

Bulimia  is  characterized  by 
episodic  binge  eating  accompanied  by 
an  awareness  that  the  eating  pattern 
is  abnormal. 

Fear  of  not  being  able  to  stop  eating 
voluntarily,  depressed  mood  and  self- 
deprecating  thoughts  follow  the  eat¬ 
ing  binges.

Music  and  drama 
prices  reduced; 
showtimes  start 
half  hour  earlier

Earlier  performance  times  and  re¬ 
duced  ticket  prices  highlight  the  re¬ 
cent  changes  in  the  BYU  Music  De¬ 
partment  Concert  policies. 

Effective  immediately  all  music  de¬ 
partment  events  will  begin  at  7:30 
p.m.  “This  joint  move  with  the  The¬ 
atre  Department  is  an  effort  to  stan¬ 
dardize  the  times  of  all  main  perfor¬ 
mances  on  campus,  said  Paul 
Duerden,  BYU  concert  manager.  “It 
will  also  allow  people  to  get  home  ear¬ 
lier,”  he  added. 

In  another  move  designed  to  in¬ 
crease  student  attendance  at  Music 
Department  events,  Duerden  an¬ 
nounced  that  concert  passes  will  be 
available  to  students,  faculty  and  the 
general  public.  The  pass,  which  was 
formerly  only  available  to  Music  101 
students,  costs  $10  and  provides  one 
ticket  to  every  ticketed  event  during 
the  semester. 

Duerden  said  the  change  in  policy 
was  designed  to  “ease  the  financial 
burden  of  students  required  to  attend 
as  well  as  stimulate  more  attendance 
at  music  department  events.”  The 
tickets  may  be  purchased  and  picked 
up  all  at  once  or  individually  until  the 
day  of  the  performance  when  they 
will  be  released  for  sale.  “The  more 
events  the  students  attend,  the  less 
expensive  they  become,”  Duerden 
added. 

Besides  the  regular  schedule  of  Mu¬ 
sic  Department  events,  students  may 
also  purchase  any  one  of  the  six-ticket 
j.  packages  offered  as  part  of  the  BYU 
Performing  Arts  Series.  The  pack¬ 
ages  range  in  price  from  $12  to  $30. 
And  as  policy  at  Music  Department 
events,  best  dress  is  encouraged. 
Children  under  age  six  are  not  al¬ 
lowed.  Cameras  and  tape  and  video 
recorders  are  not  permitted. 


with  girls  that  have  engaged  in  bu¬ 
limic  activities  up  to  10  to  12  times  a 
day. 

“But  whether  they  do  it  once  a 
week  or  12  times  a  day,  if  they  do  not 
have  the  ability  to  stop  it,  they  are 
bulimic,”  said  Rasmussen. 

A  common  condition  of  bulimics  is 
an  electrolite  imbalance. 

“Electrolites  are  the  ions  in  your 
body  such  as  sodium,  chloride  and  cal¬ 
cium  that  are  part  of  everyday  good 
health,”  said  Jerry  Graff,  head  phar¬ 
macist  at  the  Student  Health  Center. 

“The  imbalance  occurs  when  there 
is  a  deficiency  of  these  ions,”  said 
Graff.  “A  calcium  deficiency  can  cause 
muscle  spasms  and  irregular  heart 
beats,  while  a  low  salt  content  can 
cause  heat  exhaustion  and  a  general 
loss  of  energy.” 

“Bulimics  could  also  suffer  malnu¬ 
trition,  which  affects  both  mental  and 
physical  processes,”  said  Rasmussen. 

“In  extreme  cases,  women’s  peri¬ 
ods  stop.  If  this  persists,  they  can 
become  sterile,”  said  Dr.  Gene  Buck¬ 
ner,  counseling  psychologist  at  the 
Counseling  and  Development  Center. 

Those  struggling  with  bulimia  or 
who  know  of  a  roommate  or  friend 
with  this  eating  disorder  are  encour¬ 
aged  to  immediately  phone  378-4062 
or  go  to  149  SWKT  to  set  up  an  ap¬ 
pointment.  Students  may  call  Mon¬ 
day  through  Friday  between  8  a.m. 
and  5  p.m. 

This  program  will  begin  before  the 
end  of  September,  so  those  wishing  to 
participate  must  volunteer  as  soon  as 
possible.

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Alpine  district  citizens  seek  more  school  funds

Citizens  of  the  Alpine  School  Dis¬ 
trict  have  requested  a  voting  leeway 
to  increase  money  available  to  district 
schools. 

The  leeway,  if  passed,  will  guaran¬ 
tee  financial  help,  offering  a  one-third 
increase  of  state  funds  in  addition  to 
the  minimum  the  district  already  re¬ 
ceives. 

Charles  Lloyd,  business  adminis- 


plained  what  the  leeway  would  mean 
if  passed.  A  home  with  a  market  value 
of  $80,000  would  have  its  taxes  calcu¬ 
lated  on  the  assessed  value  of  $48,000. 
The  leeway  would  add  only  $38  to  this 
homeowner’s  tax  bill,  but  the  total  of 
new  tax  money  collected  would  yield 
an  additional  $70  per  pupil,  Lloyd 
said. 

“Alpine  School  District  is  the 
poorest  of  the  40  school  districts  in  the 
state  of  Utah.  We  are  children  rich 
and  property  poor,  receiving  85  per- 


state  and  only  15  percent  from  prop¬ 
erty  tax,”  said  Lloyd. 

According  to  a  news  release  from 
the  Alpine  School  District,  Alpine 
spent  $1,887.29  per  student  (based  on 
the  average  attendance  for  1984-85. 

Daggett  School  District,  in  the 
Flaming  Gorge  area,  spent  the  most 
of  any  district  in  the  state  with  a  per- 
student  expenditure  of  $4,921.52. 

“Alpine  School  District  is  the 
poorest  in  the  state,”  said  Clark  Cox, 
Alpine  District  superintendent,  “and

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had  to  cut  in  a  lot  of  areas  in  the  past 
couple  of  years,  but  we  feel  the  up¬ 
coming  leeway  will  alleviate  the  situa¬ 
tion  to  some  extent,”  said  Cox. 

By  the  way  the  voting  leeway  has 
been  worded  it  can  only  be  used  for 
four  things:  textbooks,  equipment 
and  supplies,  employment  of  teach¬ 
ers’  aids  and  maintenance  of  existing 
buildings. 

Lloyd  added  that  with  the  passage 
of  this  leeway  it  has  been  estimated 
that  the  district  would  receive 
$727,000  from  the  state  and  $1.7  mil¬ 
lion  from  the  property  tax. 

“There  has  been  some  opposition  to 
this  leeway  because  some  people  are 
against  paying  any  more  on  already 
‘too  high’  taxes  in  their  opinion,”  said 
Bobbe  Graham,  an  aid  in  coordinating 
the  effort.

Local  crisis  line 
helps  distressed 

Depression,  loneliness  and  inter- 
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OFF 
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personal  relationship  difficulties  are 
the  major  problems  some  BYU  stu¬ 
dents  have  when  they  call  a  local  crisis 
line  sponsored  by  the  Charter  Canyon 
Hospital. 

This  facility  is  the  only  emergency 
telephone  line  in  Utah  County  that 
deals  specifically  with  problems  relat¬ 
ing  to  mental  illness. 

“Not  a  lot  of  BYU  students  call,” 
said  Allyn  Ackerson,  emergency  ser¬ 
vices  intake  coordinator  for  the  hospi¬ 
tal.  “The  majority  of  the  calls  come 
from  other  individuals  in  the  county,” 
she  said. 

BYU  students  probably  don’t  call 
because  they  are  unaware  the  line  ex¬ 
ists.  However  the  hospital  does  get  an 
average  of  185  calls  per  month. 

Ackerson  said  most  people  who  call 
are  very  emotional  and  need  to  be 
“calmed  down.” 

“The  majority  of  calls  are  from  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  depressed  with  suicidal 
tendencies,”  Ackerson  said.  “We  use 
a  lot  of  empathy  ...  we  talk  to  them 
and  try  to  relax  them.” 

Ackerson  said  she  has  never  had 
anyone  who  threatened  to  commit 
suicide  actually  go  through  with  it. 

“We  take  more  of  a  personal  ap¬ 
proach,”  Ackerson  said.  The  new 
idea  of  mental  health  care  is  not  the 
cold  distant  treatment. 

Modern  mental  health  care  profes¬ 
sionals  take  a  very  friendly  approach, 
she  said.  The  typical  stereotype  of  a 
doctor  that  wears  a  white  coat  and 
acts  unfeeling  toward  a  patient  is  in- 
nacurate. 

Crisis  line  staff  members  give  pa¬ 
tients  free  evaluations  then  doctors 
administer  the  appropriate  treat¬ 
ment.  However,  the  patient  and  doc¬ 
tor  are  not  the  only  ones  involved  in 
treating  these  cases,  said  Ackerson.
